INTER-STATE TRANSPORT LINKS STRESSED DURING MEETING 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 18 Feb 61 p 1 
[Article by Anaclet Rwegayura) 


[Text] The development of major inter-state transport links has topped the prior- 
ity list of the four East and Central African countries in a collective effort to 
improve what has been termed their "Central Transportation Corridor" to the Indian 
Ocean. 


A two-day meeting of transport and communications ministers from Zaire, Rwanda, 
Burundi and Tanzania which ended here today yesterday came out in full support of 
an efficient transport aad communication system as a step towards inter-regional 
economic co-operation. 


The ministers set as their first priority the improvement of the Dar es Salaam 
Port, the Central Railway Line and Cargo Handling facilities at four ports on Lake 
Tanganyika. The ports are Kigoma, Bujumbura, Kalemie and Kalundu in Zaire. 


The ministerial meeting also listed upgrading of the Tabora Isaka railway section, 
construction of the Isaka Rusumo Road, provision of road transport equipment and 
an additional wagon ferry on Lake Victoria. 


The ministers observed that the present transport and communication system in these 
countries was far from adequate. 


Other priority projects included the construction of a railroad from Uvinza on the 
Central Line to Rusumo in Rwanda via Musongati, Gitega and Buyongwe. Two other 
railway lines would be built during this phase from Gisenyi through Kigali and Ru- 
sumo to Kemondo Bay on Lake Victoria. Another one would be laid from Arusha to 
Musoma along ‘vith the rehabilitation of the Tanga Line linking the Tanga Port. 


Priority was also given to construction of seven highways. These are Kobero Ru- 
sumo Road, Nyanza Lac (Burundi) Kigoma Road, and Gitega-Gisuru-Kibondo Road. 


Other surface links would run from Mutukula through Biharamulo to Lusahunga, Ka- 
yonza Kagitumba to Bukoba, Gitarama Ruhengeri Cyanika Road, and Rugomba to Buga- 
rama Road. 


As these improvements call for heavy investments the proposals will be submitted 
in that order of priority to various potential donors.

Opening the Bertoua 
Agro-Pastoral Show, the 
fourth of its kind since 
1973, before members of 
government, diplomatic 
corps, central committee 
invitees from abroad 
assembled in the Eastern 
provincial capital for the 
occasion, President Ahidjo 
said the triennial event is 
beginning to assert itself 
not only as a festival but 
as a great show piece for 
emulation, the excha 
of experiences, and of 
techniques and methods 
most likely to raise pro- 
duction and productivity 
to a level commensurate 
with the tremendous agn- 
cultural potentialities of 
Cameroon. 

He said the show is also 
asserting itself as a condu- 
cive forum for discovering 
the various faces of our 
country, “an intense and 
profound mixing of peo- 
ples. attitudes and aspira- 
tions, thus helping to fur- 
ther consolidate national 
unity in our minds, hearts 
and manners 

Noting that it is not 
only periodic, but shifts 
from the one part of the 


national territory to ano- 
ther, he said the show has, 
as a result of the progress, 
the structures and equip- 
ment it brings in its train,

He then reviewed mea- 
sures taken and the results 
obtained as an overall 
appraisal of the Govern- 
ment’s agricultural policy 
in twenty years of inde- 
pendence.

farmer, is steadfastly and 
systematically opening up 
to all Cameroonians, parti: 
cularly young people, who 
are committed, dynamic, 
(rained and in legitimate 
quest of participation and 
integration in social life.” 

He said economists, 
competent international 
bodies and certain bodies 
of the Third World are still 
pondering once again over 
the best development 
pattern for young states 
that are reduced to pover- 
ty and doomed to econo- 
mic dependence. The vir- 
tues of endogenous deve- 
lopment he added, are fi- 
nally being discovered, 
particularly in the field of 
agriculture - endogenous 
devAopment that does not 
exclude healthy and equi- 
table co-operation among 
nations. 


"In this connection, 
how can Cameroon not be 
legitimately proud of 
having emarked, from the 
outset, upon an experi- 
ment marked by mM, 
method and rigour , an ex- 
periment adapted to its 
context, to its own genius, 
to its means and to its 
needs ’ In these cruel ti- 
mes of famine and a world 
economic crisis, how could 
Cameroon not pursue, in 
its concern to master its 
process, an experiment 
which in future will guaran- 
tee its self-sufficiency in 
foc land national indepen- 
dence which are expected 


to flourish = and Ww 
firm?” ” 


However, the Head of 
State cautioned against 
allowing the victories won, 
in options and actions, to 

lunge the nation into ine- 

nated conceit not idle 
and sterile self-satisfaction 
because the results obtain- 
ed so far are still inadequa- 
te not only in comparison 
with the objectives pur- 
sued and with the forecasts 
of the Fourth Plan, but 
also in comparison with 
the country’s rich and 
enormous agricultural po- 
tential. "The area of land 
under cultivation _ still 
represents only 3 % of the 
national territory,”’ he 
added. 


He noted that expan- 
sion of production and the 
improvement of agricultu- 
ral productivity encounter 
climatic and ecological dif- 
ficulties such as inadequate 
water supply, the deterio- 
ration of soils, the effects 
of natural disasters and the 
search for planting mate- 
rial adapted to local con- 
ditions. They also encoun- 
ter problems of a human 
and an economic nature - 
the unequal distribution of 
the population, the rapid 
ageing and decline of the 
working population in the 
agricultural sector, the 
problem of communica- 
tion in rural areas and the 
inadequate supervision and 
mastery of production fac- 
tors. 


For these reasons, the 
president announced that 
reforms will be pursued in 
order to step up on-going 
boosting activities. The

tral Africa. 


He continued . ‘This 
increase in food produc- 
tion must be coupled with 
improved foodstuff distri- 
butive networks. This will 
involve at the production 
Stage, developing infras- 


tructures for collection, 
storage and preservation, 
and at the transportation 
Stage repairing farm-to- 


market roads by pursuing 








and speeding up the pro- 
grammes adopted for this 
purpose within the frame- 
work of the various regio- 
nal projecis, since it is well 
Known that in the develop- 
ment of rural areas the 
road takes the lead and 
agriculture follows 


As concerns livestook, 
Government will endea-

ANIMAL HEALTH 


In order to master the 
problems of animal health, 
Government has decided 
to step up a pathology la- 
boratory at Bokle which 


will produce vaccines and 
medicines and have stu- 
dies conducted with a view 
to solving the difficulties 
of water supply for lives- 
tock. 


FISHING 


In the field of fishing, 
the main objective is to 
conclude the studies un- 
derway in order to set up a 
National Fishing Corpo- 


ration capable of contn- 
buting actively and effecti- 
vely to boosting fish pro- 
duction, to set up the in- 
frastructures necessary for 
amore rational distribution 
of meat products throu- 
ghout the territory by 
installing cold — storage 
rooms and refrigerating 
plants in main gonsum 
tion centres, and lastly 
to promote the gradual 
processing of products 
on the spot. 


FORESTRY 


In the field of forestry, 
the major activities to be 
under taken will be geared 
towards the increased ra- 
tionalization of the use, 
and a better preservation, 
of the nation’s forest and 
wildlife resources. Regula- 
tions in force concerning 
poaching will be applied in 
the North ; and two zoos 
of international standard 
will be set up a Douala and 
Yaoundé. 


President Ahidjo under- 
scored the need to trans- 
form rural areas into villa- 
ge communities. | 


VILLAGE 
COMMUNITIES 


+ He defined village 
communities as sociologi- 
cal entities characterized 
by common needs, inte- 
rests and action. They are 
also organized structures 
capable of taking initia- 
tives, drawing their 
strength from the solidari- 
ty of their members and 
aiming at satisfying their 
basic needs. 


Finally, the President 
added : 
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"This also means that it 
is our duty to provide the 
rural areas with living con- 


ditions better adapted to 
their needs and a way of 
life that is as close as pos- 
sible tb that in the towns. 
It is therefore through a 
well-defined and ambitious 
rural development _pro- 
gramme including access 
to roads, water supply, vil- 
lage electrification, intro- 
duction or improvement 
of school, health and cul- 
tural infrastructures, cons- 
truction of youth centres, 
markets, in short, it is by 
judiciously “‘urbanizing”’ 
the countryside that we 
will succeed in restoring 
the confidence of the rural 
population in itself and in 
its future.” 


He then appealed to all 
Cameroonians to contn- 
bute his/her own quota to 
the "giant enterprise”’ be- 
cause "the renewal of vil- 
lage communities ought to 
be the concern of all of 
us.” 


Although it is first and 
foremost the concern of 
public authorities whose 
role it is to generate, direct, 
guide, advise, supervise 
and finance nascent struc- 
tures, the revitalization of 
village communities is also: 


“The concerm of all 
members of the elite, be 
they in the public or in the 
private sectors, and it is to 
them that lam today mak- 
ing this solemn appeal to 
take gn active part in the 
implementation of this 
programme." 





Admittedly, the imple- 
mentation of the program- 
me is a long, difficult 
exacting and show task. 


Besides the reasons already 
referred to above, the in- 
creasing imbalances bet- 
ween the rural and urban 
areas, and the steady pace 
of rural exodus which is 
draining the countryside 
of the active members of 
its population and causing 
a considerable and disor- 
derly influx of youths into 
the towns, consitute a per- 
manent source of unem- 
ployment, delinquency, 
banditry and social 
tensions. These imbalances 
can only be checked and 
forestalled if a _ better 
approach to rural develop- 
ment is envisaged. 


SURPEME COUNCIL

RESULTS OF NATIONAL BALANCE OF PAYMENTS COMMITTEE MEETING 
Brazzaville BULLETIN QUOTIDIEN in French 23 Jan 81 pp 6,7 


[Text] Brazzaville, 23 Jan--The National Committee on the Balance of Payments 
met on 20 January 1981 at the Central Bank under the chairmanship of 

Mr Corentin Mouanga, head of the BRFE [Office of Foreign Financial Relations] 
and studied the Congolese balance of payments in 1979. 


It noted that the volume of commercial transactions (merchandise entry) had 
more than doubled and, for the second time since 1974, there was a very large 
trade surplus of 46.9 billion CFA francs because of the demand and price 
increases for mineral, especially petroleum, products. 


Foreign aid to development grants, essentially credits, amounted to more than 
2,254 million CFA francs, after debits for transfer of savings of expatriates 

to their native country and wages of foreign technical experts deposited 
directly in France. Capital transfers (investments and foreign loans) 

showed a surplus of 9,265 million CFA francs, slightly less than the preceding 
year because of the sizable repayments on loans made to the petroleum companies. 
On the other hand, short-term capital posted a surplus of 4,025 million CFA 
francs in comparison with the 1,264 million CFA franc deficit in 1978. 
Basically, the change in this situation is the result of the increase in trade 
credits. 


The committee noted that in 1980, external holdings of the Central Bank 
(operating account) rose from 6.77 billion in late December 1979 to 

14.5 billion and 21.2 billion in late October 1980, so the Congolese balance 
of payments should continue to show a surplus and be at least as large as 
1979's.

THREE FAC FINANCING AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
Brazzaville MWETI in French 6 Jan 81 p 3 
[Report by Congolese Information Agency: "Signing of Three FAC-Congo Agreements" |] 


[Text] Three financing agreements were signed on Saturday 
morning at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs between the Aid 
and Cooperation Fund and the People's Republic of Congo. 


The French side was represented at this ceremony by Philippe 
Darge, chief of the French cooperation mission, and the Congo 
by Comrade Pual-Henri Olassa, acting secretary general for 
foreign affairs. 


The first financing agreement, as stated by Darge in a few words suited to the oc- 
casion, is in agreement with an additional clause which has been made in relation 

to the program launched in 1972 concerning the improvement of the cultivation of 
manioc in the Mantsoumba farm for the purpose of developing it into an actual modern 
agro-industrial complex. 


The credits opened by this second installment amount to 100 million francs CFA and 
correspond to three types of expenditures: 


--a contribution on the level of technical assistance accompanied by logistic sup- 
pore, 


--participation in the investments to be carried into effect by the People's Repub- 
lic of Congo, especially for the industrial unit and the producing sector; 


--and finally, participation in the cost of operation of the complex itself. 


The second agreement in an amount of 60 million CFA francs represents the follow- 
up of FAC's commitments for 1980. Actually a first agreement in an amount of 75 
million CFA francs was already signed on 8 April to guarantee the radiological 
equipment for the Brazzaville general hospital and the purchase of material for the 
Pointe-Noire and Mossendjo hospitals. 
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French assistance in the field of public health, as underlined by Darge, is carried 
on in the framework of the programmed agreement signed in 1971 between the two 


countries, and also that the total of the French gifts amounts to 600 million CFA 
francs. 


The third agreement represents the second aspect of French financial aid in connec- 
tion with its participation in the Brazzaville centenary celebration. The first to 
be included is the construction of the "Centenary Bridge" for which a subsidy of 
600 million CFA francs has been opened. 


On his part, Comrade Olasia declared that the "signature of these three agreements 
between the French Governmaent and the Government of the People's Republic of Congo, 
is not only the manifestation of the will of our two peoples to intensify their re- 
lations, but also the proof of our common wish to pursue indefatigably our cooper- 
ation which affects the ost varied sectors. 


"It is for this reason, ae concluded, that the government of the People's Republic 
of the Congo, its party and its President, Comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso who give 
their particular attention to the development and consolidation of conventional re- 
lations betweenour two countries, request that you transmit the sentiments of pro- 
found gratitude which the Congolese people evince with regard to the French people."

RESULTS OF PETROLEUM, GAS SEMINAR NOTED 
Brazzaville BULLETIN QUOTIDIEN in French 23 Jan 81 pp 4-6 


[Excerpts) Brazzaville, 23 Jan--The seminar on petroleum, gas and alternative 
energy sources held at the Meridien Hotel began on 20 January 1981 and ended 


on 22 January 1981. Comrades Celestin Goma-Foutou, Ange-Edouard Poungui, members 


of the PCT [Congolese Labor Party] Central Committee, respectively chairman 
of the Central Control and Verification Committee of the party, economic 
adviser to the office of the head of state, and the BCC [Congolese Commercial 
Bank] director, and Rodolphe Agaga, minister of mines and energy, were 
present. 


Three individuals spoke at theclosing ceremony. 


The first was Mr Colitti, vice president of the AGIP [Italian Petroleum 
Enterprise] group, who drew the conclusions from these 3 days of proceedings. 
"I believe,” he said, “that the two most important problems discussed in our 
seminar are, first, development of the petroleum industry and, second, the 
development of human talent, problems of equal importance in my opinion. 


"In this seminar,” he continued, “we discussed in detail the complex situation 
of the energy industry throughout the world and we tried to describe precisely 
the connection between energy and the economic development in a country Like 
the PRC (People's Republic of the Congo.] During this exchange of views, we 
got the impression that this country's representatives are very interested in 
a detailed evaluation of its potential resources, as well as the rapid 
increase in hydrocarbon production. We stress that we are ready to expand 

our technical and financial activities in the PRC, according to the principles 
mentioned above which, at the same time, correspond to our company's interests 
and the ENI [National Hydrocarbons Agency] group's. 


‘We have presented technical memorandum on the frontiers of petroleum research, 
on assisted recovery and the use and marketing of natural gas so that you will 
understand our technical and operational capabilities. I assure you that 

the AGIP work in the Congo will always be at a high technical level, as 
required by the complex geological and operational problems. Obviously, on 
that point, the interests of the PRC and AGIP coincide," said Mr Colitti. 











He added, "We also wanted you to have memoranda on other energy sources 
because we know that a developing country is interested in flexible technologies 
like solar energy and in the very large world uranium market. In these 

sectors too, our experience is at your country's disposal to help you 

fully evaluate the benefits the PRC could derive; we are ready to give you 

all possible help in this field and to point out to you frankly the particular 
areas where AGIP has not done the experimentation." 


Touching on the issue of training people, Mr Colitti stated, "We have verified 
that this arouses the most passion and enthusiasm. It must be admitted that, 
ho matter what the path of development, training is one of the most difficult 
problems to solve. 


"Those attending this seminar spoke of the transfer of technology and often 
stressed the subordinate role of developing countries and of their desire to 
become independent in this area, I think that, perhaps, the problem should 
not be put this way. In fact, even the most developed country in the world 
cannot expect to be technologically independent; the development of technology 
is a worldwide effort and each country makes its contribution. Each country's 
goal in this case is to help find new solutions for its own problems. 


“Every day we see transfers of technologies between companies and countries 
which are at different developmental stages and which have their own culture. 
Cultural exchanges produce technological progress. For this reason, we are 
holding this meeting which allows us to hope that we can accelerate deve lopment 
projects in the PRC, 


“Our company AGIP," continued the speaker, “is an example of what we were saying. 
In fact, we began before the Second World War to experiment with American 
seiematic exploration techniques. Companies on contract assisted our first 
efforts to exploit gas resources in the Po Valley. We very rapidly assimilated 
these techniques and, better still, helped improve them. We worked seriously 
on our particular problems and, in certain fields of the petroleum industry, 
attained a quite remarkable technical level. Since then, we have been using 
all technical improvements made in the world to be able always to work at the 
highest level with our partners. 


“We are ready, " he concluded, "to participate fully in the industrial 
deve lopment of your country and we would be happy to give you the opportunity 
to assimilate our technology. We even hope that, in a short time, you can 
also contribute to the technical progress of the world petroleum industry, 
to help solve vital problems for the well-being of all." 





Speaking in turn, Mr Dal Maso, Italian vice minister of state participations, 
stated that “this seminar can be considered a departure point for future, 

fuller relations between the two countries, relations which could be constructed 
with the joint instruments of consultation and information. 


"I think that this seminar must be considered as a reference point to establish 
a joint system of consultation and information, either at the level of 
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companies in your country, or especially with economic policy officials, I 
hope that in 4 short time, we could set up such a system between the Italian 
Ministry of State Participations and the economic ministries involved in the 
PRC, so that taking the balance of respective interests into consideration, 
we could encourage certain sectors, Like professional training, the agro-food 
industry, touriem (where Italy has 4 considerable amount of experience) and 
large-scale involvement in infrastructures, ete," he coneluded, 


Before closing the proceedings, Comrade Rodolphe Agaga, minister of mines and 
energy, thanked the seminar speakers for their knowledge and also for the 
educational effort they made to explain many, often very technical and 
specialized subjects, 


"Moreover," he added, "the discussions on aid, contributions--perhaps I should 
say Assistance--clearly showed that the message has gotten through. I thank 
all Congolese cadre for raising and keeping the discussions at a generally 
very high Level. 


"Another point I would Like to stress here is that ENI started as a state 
group, was able to develop all aspects of the energy industry and thus became 
a powerful weapon for development in Italy," concluded Minister Agaga.

FRENCH MILITARY COOPERATION--Within the provisions of the French-Comoran Defense 
Agreement, in principle, France provides technical military personnel for a 
2-year period. They wear Comoran uniforms or civilian attire according to the 
instructions of the two governments. They cannot participate in any operation 
to maintain order. The soldiers and their families have immunity from punishment: 
although they can be tried by Comoran courts they can be jailed only in France. 
The French Government pays their salaries; the Comoran Government provides their 
housing. There are presently only 18 French military aid assistance personnel 

in the Comoros: 8 in the gendarmerie and 10 in the infantry. Although the 
Comorans were offered free military training for 12 in France, none was requested 
in 1980. Six trainees are expected to undergo training in France in 1981. 
Materiel assistance barely totals 7 million French francs. [Excerpts] [Paris

ACTIVITIES OF RANGELANDS' DEVELOPMENT PROJECT DESCRIBED 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 29 Jan 81 ppl, 4 


[Excerpts] Woldia (EH)=--The livestock sector is an important one in the eco- 
nomic development of Revolutionary Ethiopia. A sustained production of live- 
stock calls for a large-scale programme for the expansion of rangelands. The 
Revolutionary Government has, therefore, given priority attention to the devel- 
opment of the country's immense potential of livestock resources. 


These observations were made by Comrade Awgichew Kassa, General Manager of the 
Northeastern Rangelands Development Unit (NERDU), in an interview with a group 
of newsmen who were touring the project area recently. 


According to a World Bank report the Ethiopian rangelands cover some 42 per 
cent of the total land area and it is estimated that the area co icains a human 
population of 2.5 million and over 12 million heads of cattle, sheep, goat and 
camels. in view of this, Comrade Awgichew said, the rangelands have an immense 
potential for the expansion of livestock production. 


The project, according to the General Manager, covers an area of 75,000 square 
kms in the Northeast of Ethiopia and includes parts of Wollo and Tigrai admin- 
istrative regions. There are some 550,000 heads of cattle and 200,000 family 
units living in the area. The area, he added, is characterized by low rainfall. 
The pastoralists are for the most part Afars with closely related social struc- 
ture and a long pastoralist tradition, it was noted. 


Integrated Programme 


Comrade Awgichew said that the major objectives of the project are the provision 
of an integrated programme of range management and expanded veterinary services 
along with improved roads and water facilities, including permanent and rainy 
season water ponds and boreholes. The General Manager noted that technical and 
socio-economic studies are being conducted within the project area. The project 
carries out trials and studies for improved range management techniques, devel- 
opment of fodder banks and range ecology. With regard to socio-economic studies, 
efforts are being made to estimate herd numbers and composition, migration 
patterns of livestock owners and other allied subjects. 
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lhe Northeastern Rangelands Development Unit, he said, consists of four sec- 
tions including rangelands development, veterinary services, engineering, and 
studies and service, Development stations have been set up in the various 
parte of the projeet area, The development station at Milie town represents 
the Southern part of the project area covering the provinces of Awsasa, Ambassel 
and Kulu, The Shiket station which represents the Northern part includes the 
provinces of Enderta, Agame and Hulet Awlalo in the Administrative Region of 
Tigrai, Substations which are engaged in coordinating developmen* activities 
and veterinary services are also stationed at Reyden, Chifra and Assayta in 
Yeju, Ambassal and Awssa provinces respectively. 


Range Council 


With regard to rangeland development, Comrade Awgichew said that the major con- 
cern of the project is to carry out a comprehensive range management programme 
with the view to transforming the traditional pastoral livestock economy. The 
rangelands, according to the General Manager, are being administered by the range 
council which is composed of pastoralists drawn from the local populace. The 
council conducts its activities in cooperation with cadres who are actively 
engaged in the propaganda work. 


Irrigation Development 


The studies and services section of the project conducts trials and studies. 
The station for the trial and studies is located at Chiffra where technical 
and socio-economic activities are being carried out. The section is also en- 
gaged in coordinating cattle market. As part of its effort to assist the pas- 
toralists, two cooperative shops have been opened. Irrigation development is 
also one of the major activities of the section. The programme, according to 
the General Manager, involves the diversion of flood waters through gravitation. 
rhe Jeldo water spreading scheme, for instance, which has been Launched by the 
project with the view to diverting the flood during the rainy season is worthy 
of appreciation. The canal, according to the General Manager, is 900 metres 
long. The scheme is quite impressive. 


The activities in Chiffra development station are quite impressive too. Com- 
rade Amanuel Tesfave, head of the station, said that in an effort to facilitate 
the rangelands development venture anafforestation campaign was launched last 
year. The campaign will be conducted every year, he said. Moreover, he added 
over 60 hectares of land is being cultivated. With regard to trials and studies 
efforts are being made to develop quality seed varieties. 


Comrade Araba Wunde, Chairman of the Peasants’ Association in the area, told our 
reporter that the project offers technical and material assistance to the 
peasants. The peasants’ association has 400 members it was learnt. The pea- 
sants, according to the chairman, are also actively taking part in the national 
literacy programme. 
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Training Programme 


in order to meet the specific needs of the project and to sustain the long- 
term development of the area access roade are being conatructed in the project 
area, The project is presently constructing two types of roada--all-weather 
and access roadse. To date, some 250 kms of all-weather and access roads have 
been constructed, 


Comrade Solomon Tesafa Michael, Head of the Engineering Section of the projects, 
said in thie connection that the construction of the all-weather and access 
roade facilitates communications on the ranges. The target set for the current 
year, he said, is to construct a total of 105 kms of roads. Of this, 56 kms of 
roads have already been completed. 


Comrade Solomon said that the Engineering Section of the project is also engaged 

in the construction of dwelling houses for the staff stores, workshops, dipping 
vats, veterinary clinics, cratches, development stations etc. To date 25 cratches, 
four loading grounds, five ponds, two birkas (water wells) have already been con- 
structed. 


The development of the rangelands and the gradual transformation of traditional 
practices of the pastoralist calls for the launching of training programme. More- 
over, the enthusiasm of the project staff to integrate themselves with the pastora- 
lists is also equally necessary. The training programme helps the pastoralists 

to integrate in the development process. 


The Third Livestock Development Project which consists of three sub-projects in 
the lowland range area in the southern, eastern and northeastern parts of the 
country has been set up with the view to providing for the development and re- 
habilitation of the pastoralists. The sub-projects--the Southern Rangelands, 
Jijjiga and Northeastern Rangelands Development Projects are providing an inte- 
grated programme of range management and veterinary services along with improved 
roads and water facilities. The projects are being jointly financed by World 
Bank and the Revolutionary Government.

NEWSMAN DENIES 'SUBVERSIVE' CHARACTER OF FARM 
London WEST AFRICA in English 16 Feb 81 p 313 


(Text) The underground element at that “subversive camp" at Katamanso launched 
by the Teshie-Nungua branch of the June 4 Movement (West Africa, November 3, 
1980) is mainly cassava I was assured by Eric Bortey, who is PRO for the place. 
The red flag of revolution might perhaps be seen by some eager seeker in the 
tomatoes and peppers that are also there, to perk up the cassava, which is there 
because it was felt that the first thing to do was to get a good food crop. 
Also, it was rather too late to get in sweet potatoes by the time that the 
"Farmers" had learned that their 36 acres had a reputation for being good land 
for them. 


The land has been fallow for many years which should mean good crops, but it 
also meant some hard work clearing the land and the need to hire a tractor to 
plough it all, at ¢80 per acre. However, the land-clearing did produce a 
reserve of sa’ able firewood. 


The farm is mainly a weekend venture when 40 or more chaps make the trip to 
Katamanso and descent on the land with lots of vigour but rather less kill. 
Bortey, who was trained as a journalist but has not been able to get a job in 
that line, says he feels he is becoming Ghana's first specialist agricultural 
journalist "and I've got the blisters to prove it." 


He said the idea of the farm came from the group's success in converting a 
rubbish dump at Nungua into a market garden; not surprisingly the soil of the 
tip proved to be very rich and fertile and crops of peppers, tomatoes and 
aubergines realized (2,000. "But there is a big difference between a two-acre 
market garden and a 36-acre farm," says Bortey, "and after a day digging and 
hoeing on the farm one is usually too stiff and tired to be much of a revolu- 
tionary.

AUSTRALIAN, JAPANESE AID--Agreements have been signed with Australia and Japan 
for project aid. The Australian government has provided ¢@6.4 m. for updating 
feasibility studies and the design stage of the proposed Bui hydroelectric project 
at a cost of £10.9m, Mr F Wulff-Tagoe, Minister of Fuel and Power, said the 
Ghana Government would contribute €4.5m. in foreign currency in addition to all 
local currency expenditure. He said the combined power output of Akosombo and 
Kpong would be fully employed by 1987/88. Thanking the Australian government, 
the Minister said his government was “anxious for the preparatory planning 
arrangements to be speeded up so that implementation can start, if possible 
about the time of completion of the Kpong scheme this year."

BREAD PRICE RISE--An acute shortage of flour in the Accra metropolitan area 
caused the bread prices to shoot up from ¢2.30 a loaf to between ¢10-15. Some 
bakers said they were forced to buy a bag of flour at between (600-700 instead 
of the controlled price of £165 because of a national flour shortage. Some 
blamed the "ghost bakers" who obtained flour from the mills and resold it at 
cut-throat prices.

COCOA LOST TO SMUGGLING--Cocoa smuggling from Ghana has reached unprecedented 
levels and probably accounts for about one-eighth of the 1980-81 season's 

crop, according to news agency reports quoting "Western sources." This smuggling 
was said to have deprived Ghana of about $72m. out of foreign earnings from 

the maincrop season ending in March. One source estimated that between 30-35,000 
tonnes had already been smuggled this season, most of it to Ivory Coast, compared 
to the 20,000 tonnes smuggled there last season. About 5,000 tonnes was said to 
have gone to Togo. Meanwhile heavy selling by the Ivory Coast has pushed 

cocoa prices to the lowest point for four and three-quarter years, and an esti- 
mated world surplus of 131,000 tonnes has put prices at less then one-third of 
1977 levels.

EFFORTS AIMED AT DEVELOPING OIL, OTHER SECTORS

[Text] The coup d'etat of November 14 in Guinea-Bissau has not discouraged action 
by international organizations aimed at continuing a search for oil in the coun- 
try. 


The International Development Association, soft loan affiliate of the World 
Bank, decided after a short pause for reflection after the coup to go ahead and 
grant a $6.8m. credit to finance oil exploration. 


Prospecting will be carried out by the British firm Digicon on Guinea-Bissau's 
continental shelf outside areas disputed with neighbors Guinea (Conakry) and 
Senegal, according to official sources here. 


The project, to which the Bissau Government is contributing $180,000, is aimed 
at determining if the quality and size of reserves already discovered warrants 
their commercial exploitation. 


The British firm will have at its disposal data from earlier prospection by 
French, Portuguese and American companies who recently agreed to hand over their 
collection to the Government. 


Oil is not the only mineral resource in Guinea-Bissau. Aliso under way is a 
search for the aluminium ore bauxite, with Soviet help, and one for phosphates, 
in cooperation with the French firm BRM. 


Construction of a dam on the Corrubal River to produce the necessary electricity 
for extracting the metal, and a port at Buba which might also be used by Senegal, 
Mali and Guinea (Conakry), is envisaged for the exploitation of the bauxite 
reserves in the south-west of the country. 


Studies of the economy by a special committee formed after the coup d'etat also 
suggest a move to try to exploit more favorably the country's other natural 
resources in an effort to improve its trade balance, which showed a $45m. 
deficit in 1979. 
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Areas visualized are wood (200,000 tonnes produced in 1979) and fishing, which 
could produce 200,000 tonnes of fish a year plus 2,200 shrimps or prawns, 
according to official eatimates. The trade deficit has been a problem for 
Guinea-Bissau since ite independence from Portugal in 1974, when the country's 
new rulers had to start from ecratch. The Portuguese, taking more interest in 


their other colonies, left only 430 kma (about 270 miles) of tarred road and one 
factory.

(Text) Even before Kenya 011 Company (Kenol) announced a loss of b200,000 last 
September, the company had decided not to declare dividends to shareholders but 
hoped ite finances would improve later on. The company blamed its poor performance 
for the year ending May 1980, on the failure to get permission to raise retail 
prices of ite oil products after the import prices of oil had gone up several times 
in 1979 and part of 1980. It therefore found itself in the uncomfortable position 
of selling ofl products at prices which were no longer economic. Kenol was not 
alone in the predicament. All oil companies in Kenya were affected by the delay 

to raise retail prices. 


One of the giants in the oil industry in Kenya, Kenya Shell Limited, recently ad- 
mitted that such delays were costing the oil industry a lot of money and were 
threatening the industry's survival. Unfortunately for Kenol it was the smallest 
and the weakest in that it could not buy its oil from the producers but got it 
from Esso Standard Kenya Limited, which once nearly strangled it. Esso cut off 
supplies to Kenol in August last year over shs. 20 million debt. Supplies were 
only resumed when Kenol hastily paid the debt. But it wasn't any better in the 
months that followed. By mid-December, it was so bad that Kenol informed its cus- 
tomers that it would suspend supplies for some time. 


It became clear that between June and October 1980, the company was losing approxi- 
mately 660,000 per month. By December 1980, the loss had reached about 6550,000. 
Several weeks after stopping supplies to its customers, Kenol last week wrote to 
its employees that it will not pay salaries after the end of January 1981. The 
letter, however, did not say whether the workers had been sacked. The management 
has been meeting and it appears Kenol might wind up unless something unexpected 
happens. But as Kenol's general manager Mr. R. E. Collins said last week, the 
company had not given up and would fight to remain on its feet.

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MILK SHORTAGE MAKES SUPPLY OF SCHOOL MILK DIFFICULT

RECENTLY there has been a shortage 
of milk which has made the supply of 
free school milk, as was directed by 
President Daniel arap Moi at the end of 
1978. difficult. In October last year the 
managing director of the Kenya Co- 
operative Creameries, Mr. Gitahi 
Ngaruro, announced that the company 
would spend shs. 45 million on 
powdered milk imports.to make sure 
that there would be sufficient milk to 
meet school as well as general 
requirements. 

Similarly this week Ngaruro told The 
Weekly Review that, in efforts to curb 
the current shortage of school milk, the 
KCC is planning to import | 000 tons of 
powdered milk from Europe and 
Australia. The milk is due to arrive by 
the end of February and will cost the 
KCC about shs. 1.5 million. Ngaruro 
emphasised that the KCC would import 
1.000 tons of milk and not 100,000 tons, 
as earlier reported in both the Nation 
and The Natron Times. He said that 
serious drought im the rural areas was 


responsible for the milk shortage. And 
added that the production of milk 
countrywide had dropped from 250,600 
litres to 100,000 litres per day. 

The shortage has also interfered with 
the production of Safariland powdered 
milk since November last year. Ngaruro 
said that as soon as the milk powder 
being imported =“. the “—< will be 
able to uce sufficient Safariland 
Souder’ with to meet the needs of the 


country. 
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An official of Uchumi Supermarket, 
Nairobi, said that since November last 
year, although they have placed orders 
for tins of Safariland milk in 
different sizes they have not received 
them. 

It has been learned that some teachers 
in the rural areas have been selling the 
school milk supplied for children. A 
schools’ inspector in Yala Division, Mr. 
T.G. John Ndolo, recently said that 
some teachers in Siaya district have 
been sfealing school milk. The deputy 
headmaster of a primary school at 
Akala in Gem location was said to have 
been arrested for stealing school milk. 
Ndolo said that some teachers order 
more than the required trays of school 
milk, then make arrangements with 
local hotels which buy the milk in 
jetricans ‘after the packets have been

COFFEF PRODUCERS * INCOME UNLIKELY TO

farmers. It has been estimated that the 
expected total production of coffee in 
the country for this year will exceed the 
quota which can be sold under the 
International Coffee Organisation 
quota system agreed upon last year. 
During the last conference of the 
International Coffee Organisation, in 
October, Kenya successfully negotiated 
a quota amounting to 78,000 tonnes. 
Last week, however, the managing 
director of the Kenya Planters Co-ope- 


rative Union (KPCU), Mr. Henry 
Kinyua, disclosed that Kenya's quota 
had subsequently been reduced to 
70,000 tonnes. Yet estimates of the 
coffee harvest for 1981 put the expect- 
ed harvest at 90,000 tonnes, nearly a 
third of which will have to be stored 
away. 

The KPCU could certainly handle all 
the coffee the farmers will produce in 
1981. However, the KPCU mills do not 
mill coffee unless there is an immediate 
demand for it. This situation means 
that the coffee which will remain in the 
stores will be brought to the KPCU as 
demand for it occurs.

However, as 1980 drew to a close, the government was quick to devise new strategies 
which gradually cleared the dark clouds hung over the Nation's maritime programme. 


Firet, there was a rigorous public relations campaign launched by the Bureau of 
Maritime Affairs on the international front aimed at explaining in details reasons 
leading to the release of the Salem's Captain and his chief Engineer from further 
detention by the new Liberian Government. 


Then, there were numerous trips abroad by the then Liberia Maritime Commissioner, 
Gerald Cooper, to re-assure shipowners that had their vessels under the Liberian 
registry that the PRC-led government's maritime programme was unchanged, inspite 
of the revolution which caused a “wait and see attitude” towards Liberia in inter- 
national circles. [text missing) 


Lastly and perhaps the hardest blow to the nation's maritime programme was the 
resignation of Mr. Cooper as Commissioner of Maritime Affairs for personal reasons. 
These and other happenings were testing periods for the Liberian Maritime Industry. 


Notwithstanding, government acted fast in restoring its international maritime 
image first with the appointment of a new commissioner to succeed Mr. Cooper and 
then sounding warnings to vessels under ite registration that they either had to 
abide by the etandards set by the Liberian government through its Maritime Bureau 
and internationa] conventions or drop the Liberian registry. 


To steer this new course of action on the part of government in her maritime pro- 
gramme, Mr. Philip 17. Bowen, former Deputy Minister of Finance for Revenue and 
graduate of Wharton Craduate School of Business and Finance, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, was named Commissioner of Maritime Affairs replacing Mr. Gerald Cooper. 


Working alongside a staff of qualified Deputy Commissioners, an Assistant Commis- 
sioner and a new Information Officer, Miss Gertrude V. Francis, Mr. Bowen embarked 
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on a long range plan aimed at maintaining Liberia's position on the world maritime 
map ae well as provided new opportunities for young Liberians wishing to enter the 
maritime industry. 


Currently, there are nine Liberian students undergoing training abroad in various 
aspecte of marine engineering and technology. 


On the other hand, while it ie true that Liberia continues to maintain the largest 
merchant fleet in the world inspite of international criticiems, she to date has a 
grose tonnage in her fleet of approximately 76,768,552 with chances of increasing 
this figure in the near future. 


The Maritime Bureau as part of ite far-reaching plane for the coming months, ex- 
pects to generate revenues twice the 1979/80 intake in view of the tonnage tax 
which has been increased from 10 cents to 30 cents effective this year. The Bureau 
has also ass ‘ed an increasing role in seeking to provide jobs for Liberians aboard 
vessele unde) its registry. 


Towards this end, plans are now far afoot with the anticipated opening of the Mano 

River Union Marine Training Institute in Marshall shortly, to train young nationals 
of member states of the MRU in the marine industry. Other areas such as ships sup- 
porting industries which would bring additional revenue to the Liberian economy 

are also under study by the Maritime Bureau.

Report: "Conclusion of the First Session of the Mixed Mali-Libyan Commission" 


(Excerpts) The first session of the Mixed Mali-Libyan Commission concluded its 
proceedings on Friday 12 December in the presence of the Malian minister of 
foreign affairs and international cooperation and the Libyan secretary of informa- 
tion in charge of municipalities. 


Both Alioune Blondin Peye and Mohamed Mahmoud Al Hidjazi expressed the will of 
the two parties to develop specific cooperation. 


The following communique was issued at the end of the meeting: 


The first session of the Mixed Libyan-Mali Commission, created following the 
state visit paid in April 1973 in Tripoli by His Excellency Gen Moussa Traore, 
secretary general of the Democratic Union of the Malian People and president 
of the Republic, was held between 9 and 12 December 1980 at the congress hall 
of the Friendship Hotel in Bamako (Republic of Mali).

FRANCE GRANTS ASSISTANCE IN MEDICAL, OTHER FIELDS 

Bamako L'ESSOR in French 3 Dec 80 p 6 

(Report: "Five Conventions Signed" ] 

[Text On Monday 1 December 1980, at 11 am, five conventions were signed at 

the premises of the General Office for International Cooperation, between the 
government of the Republic of Mali and the government of the French Republic. 
The five conventions will total the sum of 525 million FM. 

The first convention deals with public health. In this case the aid and coopera- 
tion fund grants the government of the republic of Mali a subsidy of 65 million 
FM to meet some of its public health needs through the following: 
Pharmaceuticals and small medical items distributed among 11 sectors; 

Laboratory reagents and products for epidemiological control centers; 

Materials for mobile teams and for use at sectorial bases; 

Logistic support to the medical team at the Point-G. Hospital. 

The second convention is the first codicil to the financing convention of the 
FAC (Aid and Cooperation Fund) related to the additional health program of the 
"Construction of Small Dams in the Dogon Area" project. A 75 million FM subsidy 


has been allocated for the financing of the following: 


Basic health, education and personnel training care for the auxiliary health 
personnel and the organization of health infrastructures; 


Dam improvements; 
Improvements in freshwater supplies. 


A subsidy of 310 million FM has already been granted for the construction of 
the projects. 


The third convention deals with the participation of the French government in 
the animal health program in Mali. By virtue of this convention the Aid and 
Cooperation Fund has granted the government of the republic of Mali a subsidy 
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of 200 million FM to tinance the development of infrastructures and resupply 
the animal health services with veterinary products, transport facilities, 
retrigeration tacilities, and tee hnical materials. 


The tourth convention deals with the establishment of a documentation center 
for geological and mining data. The 140 million FM subsidy, which is a tirst 
share of this financing, will finance the following: 


A library; 

A data bank; 

A prints library. 

The Aid and Cooperation Fund will grant a subsidy of 45 million FM, in accordance 
with the ftitth and tinal convention, as a contribution to the management of the 
Friendship Hotel in Bamako. 

The conventions were signed, on the Malian side, by Moctar Diallo, director 
general of international cooperation and, on the French side, by Jean Patriat, 
head ot the French Cooperation Mission, both assisted by their closest aids. 

[The ceremony took place in a trank atmosphere. The two representatives praised 
the quality of the cooperation between Mali and France and expressed their satis- 


faction that their governments were working at strengthening the ties of coopera- 
tion between the two countries.

The leader of the Namibia 
Peoples Liberation Front, Mr 
Kephas Conradie, claimed he 
was approached during the re- 
cent Geneva talks on the Ter- 
ritory’s future to attend inter- 
party talks in Lusaka next 
month. 
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He told Sapa the invitation 
had come from the Zambian 
Foreign Affairs § Under- 
Secretary, Mr GF Zimba, 
whose government apparently 
spearheaded the move. 


“Mr Zimba intimated that 
the talks were being held to see 
if there was mutual ground for 
cooperation between Swapo 
and the smaller Namibian par- 
ties,” M, Conradie said. 


The NPLF is not certain 
whether it would ever enter into 
such an alliance and had yet to 
decide about attending the 
proposed talks. 


“We are more eager to 
cooperate with the internal 
Namubian parues and to ex- 
plore the possibility of forming 
a closer relationship with the 
DTA.” he said. 


The leader of the Liberal 
Partv. Mr Andrew Kloppers. 
said he had no knowledge of 
the proposed coalition and 
also doubted that the other 
parties knew anything about it. 


He said there had been dis- 
cussions about a possible al- 
liance being formed between 
the opposition parties at the 
general talks, but that nothing 
had come of it. 


“Anyway, I would never 
enter into any coalition or al- 
liance with Swapo,” he as- 
serted.

The NNF went on to say 
thai they were opposed to all 
forms of ethnic authorities, 
as this was nothing other 
than the formation of bantu.

new disguise. 

The NNF said thai it was 
opposed io the Minisiers 
Council which had no real 
power to make the changes 
necessary in Namibia. Scores 
of black schoolchildren were 
on the sireet because they 
were noi able to secure 
places in schools. while the 
White Teachers Training 
College was almost empty 
Many children died daily, 
and from December to the 
middie of January 56 child 
ren were buried. while the 
white State Hospiial had 
empiy rooms. Many of the

ihe country 

The NNF admitted that the 
first Administrator General, 
Mr. Justice M.T. Steyn ‘did 
his bil’ to break down apart:

as apartheid used to exist 
beiween black and white, it 
now exisied between the 11 
cilimic groups. 

The NNF went on to say 
that they believed in unity, 
and would always participate 
seriously in any effort aimed 
al bringing the people to- 
gether.

He stressed the necessity of speed in solving SA's problems, adding that SWA's 
present constitution--or one very similar--would have been acceptable to the world 
if inter-group consultation had begun in the Territory years ago, instead of just 
recently. 


The message he had learned from his South West African visit, he said, was "Take 
the necessar. steps in SA before it is regarded as ‘too little too late'," 


All realists recognised that inevitably, sooner or later, the political aspirations 
of Black people in SA would have to be acceded to, The question was whether by 
peaceful negotiations or pro-Soviet revolution, 


"I believe that what we do today will determine what will happen tomorrow. While 
it is wrong for mijorities to prescribe to minorities, it is equally wrong for 
minorities to prescribe to majorities," Mr Rajab said, 


Racial discrimination was the Soviet Union's greatest ally in its desire for SA. 
"Many people regard the Soviet Union as an ally because it is against racial 
discrimination in SA, And if the West supports racial discrimination it loses 
credibility and plays into the hands of the Russians."

LANDMLNE=PROOF ROADS--For the insurgent, the laying of landmines in the great 
north road leading from the checkpoint Oshivello to Oshakati, is no longer an easy 
matter, With a swiftness that is unknown in South West Africa, a South African 
company which is called Roadmix, has completed the job of resurfacing the road 
from Oshakati to Oshivello, A high standard job was carried out. On top of the 
paved road came a new layer, approximately 5 cm deep, able to withstand a chisel 
and hammer. It is the toughest road material you can find. It would take some 
doing to cut through it and to plant a landmine, a matter easily done in the past, 
making of that stretch of road the “highway of terror," which was so magnificently 
described in the Windhoek Observer's edition in December 1979 when we travelled 
that road at an average speed of 160 km an hour, gripped by fear and taking note 
of wrecks along the road, Apparently the new road layer maddened insurgents. 
They got so cross that they put some heavy landmines on top of the road and simply 
detonated them, melting the tar and blowing holes. One of the pictures shows part 
of the road between Oshakati and Ondangua where at the end of last year insurgents 
waited fora busload of schoolchildren whom they intended to drive across the border. 
They missed the bus, and decided to take in its place a Buffalo armoured car, An 
RPG rocket smashed through the armoured vehicle, killing two soldiers. The other 
picture is of a plant of Roadmix working around the clock, Only the bitumen comes 
from South Africa, but all other material was locally produced.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM TO INCREASE NUMBER OF PARTIES

[Article by Pierre Biarnes: “Senegal: The Prime Minister Announces That the 
Constitutior Will No Longer Limit the Number of Political Parties") 


[Text] Dakar--The new prime minister, Thiam, in presenting the main lines of his 
governmental program to the deputies on Friday, 30 January, announced that at the 
next session of the Assembly in mid-April a very important constitutional reform 
will be proposed, “in order to make possible and to guarantee o democratic expression 
of all representative political trends.” 


Widely expected for several weeks, the announcement of this reform signifies the 
end of institutional quadripartiem. Introduced in 1976 by Senghor, but increasingly 
eriticized, it was only a rather brief stage in the progressive evolution of an 
actual single party system to a truly pluralist system. Cheikh Anta Diop's 
Democratic National Rally, which could become the strongest opposition organiza- 
tion, will be the chief beneficiary of this liberalization measure. It should also 
benefit the Coordination of the United Senegalese Opposition (COSU), whose prime 
leader is the former chairman of the council, Mamadou Dia, on condition however 

that the various emall parties that constitute it succeed in strengthening their 
unity. 


The three opposition parties have already been “recognized.” On the other hand, 
Mahjmout Diop's African Independence Party (PAI), Boubacar Gueye's Senegalese 
Republic Movement (MRS), and above all Abdoulaye Wade's Senegalese Democratic 
Party (PDS), the only one to be represented in the Assembly but which in 6 years has 
not succeeded in appearing to be other than a political group of dissatisfied per- 
sons, risk bearing painful consequences, much more so than the Socialist Party (PS) 


in power. 


Benefitting from the good “image” of its new secretary general, Chairman Diouf, who 
is greatly supported by the country's most influential Moslem religious leaders, the 
PS appears to be quite decided, in fact, to rather quickly procure for itself an 

additional trump card, by proceeding to a renewal of ite framework and, if possible, 








of ite base, in order to be in a better position to deal with the competition that 
will be exerted on its left. 


Thiam nevertheless stated that the liberation measures that have been announced 
would be “unfortunate for the country if they were to favor the advent of fruitless 
quarrels, accentuate divisions within parliament and, in short, paralyze the work 
of the government.” He also said that a reform of the electoral code was in pro- 
gress, in order to “make it possible to obtain stable parliamentary majorities, 

a@ wecessary condition for a strong and respected country.”

PROBLEMS FORSEEN FOR REMAINING 2 YEARS OF DIOUF'S MANDATE 
Paris DEFENSE NATLONALE in French Feb 81 pp 182-185

[Excerpt] Rather than serve out his term of office, which would have ended in 
February 1983, President Senghor preferred to speed things up, undoubtedly in order 
to confound the opposition. It cannot in fact plunge into an election campaign in 
which it would no longer confront the strong personality of the poet president. 

For 2 years, the highest office will be occupied by former Prime Minister Abdou 
Diouf. Thies period of transition will enable him to solidify his authority. Be- 
cause he was always careful to foil predictions about his departure, President 
Senghor caught off guard those who under other circumstances would have tried to 
maneuver and who were therefore reduced to noisy protests. And yet, it should be 
noted that the success on had been planned for 10 years. It was in 1970 when 
President Senghor envisaeed withdrawing, leaving power to the heir of his choice. 
That year, using the pretext of decentralization, the post of prime minister was 
created. Initially, in 1960, Senegal had a parliamentary system but after the 
abortive coup d'etat of Mamadou Dia, the constitution was revised in 1963 in the 
direction of greater presidential power, which was further strengthened in 1967. 
This concentration of power in the hands of a single man, overburdened by other 
tasks because of his international prestige, slowed the governmental machine. 
Consequently, the establishment in 1970 of the office of prime minister appeared to 
be a simple attempt to relieve governmental machinery. At the time, it was thought 
to be an effort to coordinate governmental activities better. And yet, as time 
passed, the most delicate dossiers were to be entrusted to the prime minister, 
whose upward climb was accelerated. In 1976, the president's real intentions be- 
came apparent when he once again modified the constitution, giving the interim 
period of the chief of state to the prime minister rather than to the president of 
the National Assembly. Moreover, if the office should be left vacant, the consti- 
tution no longer provides for a universal election within 2 months. The prime 
minister is to complete the term of office, a solution patterned after American 
institutions. It is through these successive reforms that Abdou Diouf will be- 
come the second president of the Republic of Senegal. 


For the opposition, considering all factions together, this 1976 revision intro- 
duced a monarchic system with its heir apparent. It would have been more judi- 
cious to see in it an imitation of the regime of the Antonines in ancient Rome. 

















At any rate, another innovation was being forgetten: the sanctioning of political 
pluraliam, President Senghor had always manifested his intention of moving his 
country toward a real multiparty system, but the existence of a dominant party, 
that of the president, had given rise to doubt about the sincerity of the project. 
And yet, in 1976, the step was taken, Several political parties were recognized 
and allowed to participate in elections. This development irritated the Senegalese 
Progressive Union (UPS), which lost its privileges. In the beginning, three parties 
were planned, corresponding to the following orientations: democratic socialism, 
Liberal and Marxist-Leninist. The riske of excessive splitting of public opinion 
would thereby be avoided. In 1978, the establishment of a self-proclaimed rightist 
party was accepted. At the present time, the four officially recognized parties 
are the following: the Socialist Party (formerly the UPS); the Senegalese Demo- 
cratic Party (PDS), headed by Abdoulaye Wade, a leftist labor party; the African 
Independence Party (PAL), Marxist-Leninist in nature and led by Mahjmout Diop; and 
the Senegalese Republican Movement (MRS), of the liberal right, even conservative, 
headed by Boubacar Gueye. However, one cannot forget about the groups which, 
although they have no official status, nevertheless do have a certain following. 
This is the case of the National Democratic Rally (RND) of Cheikh Anta Diop, an 
eminent professor at the Fundamental Institute of Black Africa, in constant dis- 
agreement with President Senghor. One should also mention the Self-Management 
Socialist Movement (MSA) of former Prime Minister Namadou Dia, whose credibility 

is no longer very certain; the Proletarian Democratic Organization of Abdoulaye 
Lye; the underground PAI; the Democratic League, which proclaims its Soviet alle- 
giance in the newspaper VERITE [Pravda]; while the Maoists express themselves 

in JAAY DOOLE BI. These splinter groups have not participated in any election. 
Moreover, to give an idea of the backing of the different parties, one has but to 
look at the legislative elections of 1978. The PS gathered 82.45 percent of the 
votes and 83 seats in the Assembly. The PDS, with 17.2 percent of the votes, 
managed to win 17 seats. The PAI won only .32 percent of the votes and has no seat 
in the Assembly. 


These are the official structures of Senegal. However, one must not neglect the 
importance of traditional factors such as the Muslim brotherhoods. Their backing 
is of cardinal importance for the government and from the very beginning, President 
Senghor has been able to rally the Mouride and Tidjane religious leaders who enjoy 
undeniable influence in the rural sector. In Touba, the khalif of the Mourides, 
Abdoul Lakhat Mbacke, remains a personnage whose opinions one must not neglect. 
However, a certain Islamic proselytism is manifested outside the brotherhoods. In 
Kaolack, for example, a religious leader, Khalifa Niasse, with the backing of 
Libya, tried last year to start an underground extremist movement. This "ayatollah 
of Kaolack,” as he was called, nevertheless had to flee to Tripoli. Whatever the 
case, the government in Dakar cannot do without the support of the Muslim brother- 
hoods. Furthermore, this has been so since the country's independence. There is 
no reason why President Senghor's successor would reject such support. 





The same is not true of the official political groupings, except for the PS, of 
which Abdou Diouf became secretary general. In fact, President Senghor refused to 
be the sponsor of his party so as not to recreate a two-headed government as in 

the early times of the Senegalese Republic. As soon as the president's decision to 
leave office became known, the opposition became engaged in a battle aimed at 
nothing other than getting around the constitution. Mamadou Dia spoke of a crisis

be able to hold his/her own in a coming election. For the neighboring 
constituency--the 12th constituency-<-has also had problems with the nomina- 
tion of candidates, but it is the present one, Jorgen Frederiksen, dis- 
ablement resettlement officer, who will be replacing Majken Hessner in the 
Folketing.

THE general objective of the 
National Workers Union un 
der its pew constitution is 
to protect atid promote the 
interests of all workers. 


in Order to do this the 
NWLU's role will be to regu- 
late terms of employment 
and working conditions of its 
members with their employ- 
ers. The union will be guided 
here. and in providing other 
services and benefits for its 
workers, by the Seychelles 
People’s Progressive Front, 
to which it is affiliated. 


The NWU will also conti 
nue its extensive and fruit- 
ful cooperation with similar 
movements overseas. The 
union is also authorized to 
take, with the agreement of 
the Front’s Central Commit 
tee, any lawful action to pro- 
mote the material, social and 
educational well-being = of 
workers. 


The main benefits that 
workers can expect of the 
NWU include legal assis 
tance in matters affecting 
emplovment. financial help 
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SEYCHELLES 


where workers have been 
victimised or where they 
lost earnings during a trade 
dispute, and help for those 
members facing what the 
constitution calls “abnormal! 
difficujties” in finding a job. 


Evervone in the country 
who contributes to the So- 
cial Security Fund or who 
has been exempted from pay- 
ing is a member of the NWU. 
Social Security cards will be 
taken as proof of member- 
Ship. 


No rules can be made. 
amended or rescinded without 
the agreement of the Front's 
Central Committee. The in- 
terpretation of union rules is 
also the responsibility of the 
Fronts Central Committee, 
whose decision is final. The 
Centrah Committee will also 
decide on matters not cover- 
ed by the rules. 


Subscriptions to the NWU 
are through Social Security 
contributions.

A member can be fined or 
suspended from the union, 
may forfeit benefits of mem- 
bership or may be prohibited 
from holding any office only 
by the Fronts Central Com.

A member can be discip- 
lined for breaking union 
roles. for refusirg to follow 
the instructions of union 
officials, for doing anything 
that the Front'’s Central 
Committee determines to be 
detrimental to the interests 
of the union, and for dish>- 
nest. and misconduct. 


A member who hes been 
suspended for a time will, 
during that period, forfeit 
all benefits, rights and priv 
leges of membershin. But 
anvone who has been discio-

Congress. 

The NWU will be managed 
hy on Executive Board com- 
prising the national chair- 
man as chairmen of the 
board. a natioral secretarv. 
an accountant and a certain 
number of assistant secre 
taries. all being fulltime 
naid officials. The manage- 
ment of the union is subject 
to principles and _ policies 
laid down by the Front's 
Centra! Committee. 


All full-time paid officials. 
except for those assistant 
secretaries representing the

will be the SPPF Congress. 


Assistant secretaries ad-

Com- 
mittee wi!l also deal with the 
dismissal, discipline, pay, 
promotion and _ responsibili- 
ties of all the paid staff. 


The union will hoki an 
annual delegates’ conference 
at the instigation of the 
Fronts Central Committee. 
This will consider annual re- 
ports by the national chair- 
man and the accourtant. 
Any recommendations fol- 
lowing these will be consider. 
ed by the Front’s Central 
Committee. Voting will be by 
a show of hands with one 
vote for each delegate. 


The Secretary General of 
the SPPF will preside at the 
confererce but he will not be 
allowed to vote. Members of 
the Executive Board will also 
not be allowed to vote. 


Each sector wi'l be repre- 
sented at the conference by 
a number of delegates deter- 














mined according to the num- 
ber of members in the sec- 
tor. There wil! be one dele 
gate for every 30 members. 


The Front’s Central Com 
mittee may irvite visitors to 
attend the conference. 


Recommendatiors for the 
conference must be submitted 
to the Front Central Com- 
mittee for approval by the 
Chairm of the Executive 
Board. [he recommendations 
will then be passed on to the 
sector assistant secretaries 
for consideration by dele. 
gates before the conference. 


The sectors, Executive 
Board or the Front Central 
Committee may all make re- 
commendations. These must 
have been passed bv meetings 
of the bodies forwarding 
them. 


The union funds are vest: 
ed in the Front’s Central 
Committee which can invest 
or re-invest as it thinks fit. 
The funds wi'l be administer- 
ed under the direction of the 
SPPF National Treasurer act 


ing under the instructions of 
the Central Committee 
Twenty-five per cent of the 
union's total income will be 
contributed to the SPPF 
Union membership will be 
divided into sectors, each 
comprising workers of a 
particular occupation or em 
ploving body such as a com 
pany. The Fronts Central 
Committee may, however, 
allow more than one sector 
for an occupation or employ 
ing body. It may also allow 
sectors to be set up for mem: 
bers without a particular oc- 
cupation or emploving body 


A sector will have at least 
30 members and a sector ass- 
istart secretary wi'l hold 
sector meetings at least once 
every six months. 


The union will also set up 
an education and_ research 
unit. 


No industrial action will 
be allowed without the en- 
dorsement of the Front’s 
Central Committee.

SOUTH MAHE ELECTRICITY NEEDS MET 


Victoria NATION in English 10 Feb @1 p 2

SEYCHELLES 


ON TUESDAY January 20, 1981 Dr. Maxime Ferrari, 
tne Minister of Planning and Development officially com- 
missioned a new high voltage electricity transmission line 
from Victoria to Anse Boileau. This new line will now 
greatly improve electricity supplies to all consumers in 


South Mah4. 


The 33,000 volt line and 
the two automatic self-regu- 
lating 1OMWatt transformers 
at Anse Boileau were the so- 
lution to a problem which 
Sevchellois electricitv engine- 
ers foresaw back in 1974 — 
the lack of available power 
to South Mahé bw the 1980's. 
This was being caused 
through the general increase 
in the standard of living of 
the population, which in turn 
created a larger demand for 
electrical energy. The de- 
mand was at that time sup- 
plied throughout the whole 
of Mahé by the 11,000 volt 
overhead line transmission 
svstem from Victoria power 
‘tation. 


Due to the distance that 
the energy had to travel to 
consumers in South Mahé, 
the final power available 
there was both limited in its 
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capacity and at times fell be- 
low the desired level. No 
matter how large the Victoria 
power station was made, the 
transmission of power over 
the long distance at 11,000 
volts would remain the same. 


After evaluating a number 
of possible solutions, one of 
which was to instal a further 
rower station in South Mahé, 
a final decision was made to 
instal the 33,000 volt trans- 
mission line we see today. 


The higher voltage system 
can tansmit energy over long 
distances with a much re- 
duced ‘oss of power. This 
tvpe of higher transmission 
system is in some countries, 
called a national grid. 











Meeting demand 


The particular voltage of 
33,000 was decided upon be- 
cause it was able to meet all 
foreseeable demand for ener: 
gv in South Mahé until after 
the vear 2000. 


It was a'so capable of be- 
ing constructed apd main. 
tained by our own skilled 
Electricity Corporation staff 
and it could be designed to 
operate on a “H" wooden 
pole structure which would 
blend into the natural beau- 
ty and surroundings of the 
landscape over which it pass- 
ed. 


The first problem to be 
solved by the engineers was 
deciding on a route for the 
transmission line and a site 
for the step-down transform- 
er station in South Mahe. 


The site for the substation 
was settled at Anse Boileau, 
as this provided a conven- 
ient junction to “tap” into 
the existing 11.000 volt over- 
head line svstem that sup- 
plied Anse aux Pins and the 
airport; Anse a la Mouche, 
Anse Rovale and Qvatre 
Bornes areas: and also the 
line to Grand Anse and Port 
Glavd. Al! these places were 
to be supplied from the pro- 
posed 33.000 volt svstem. 


As to the route, it was im- 
portant, noi only for con- 
struction reasons but also 
ease of future maintenance, 
to hav2 where possible easy 
acecss to the lite from a road. 
Here again the route as used 
by an existing 11,000 volt 
line over the Sans Souci road 
to Grand'Anse and then Anse 
Boileau was chosen. 
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Once the final planning 
was completed, agreement 
was reached under the Sey. 
chelles/UK loan to finance 


the project cost and recruit 
an engineer. 


He would help in the 
building of the line and train 
the Seychellois linesmen in 
this particular type of line 
construction, as well as show- 
ing them the oneration of 


new equipment and work 
techniques. 


Survey of route 


The Government Survey 
Division had previously sur- 
veyed the line route to enable 
the engineers to determine 
the size of poles to use at 
each nosition so that correct 
ground clearances could be 
kept bv the overhead wires. 


Poles used were specially 
treated against vermin at- 
tack and each was drilled for 
the various equipment to be 
fitted to it. Because the poles 
were up to 16 metres long 
and obviously verv heavy, a 
low loading vehicle and por- 
table crane, hired from 
Works Enterprises Ltd., was 
used to take them to vari- 
Ous dumping sites along the 
route, from where the lines- 
men could manhandle them 
into their respective positions. 


A very difficuit site to place 
the equipment was between the 
tea factory and Grand’Anse 
School, this being one of the 
places where the 'ine left the 
roadside because of tie mu-. 
shorter and straighier route 
overland. 











Here two \aleys and a 
mountaun had to be tra ersed 
and to get the double ‘egged 
poles and heavy ironwork in 
position presenied quite an 
engineering headache. 


Carrying the equipmeni, 
some proces of which weighed 
over 5UO kgs, down 45-degree 
rock-strewn slopes was impos 
sible, and to overcome the dif- 
ficuity a stee! sledge was 
made 10 be manipulated by 
up to 20 men using ropes tied 
back and front of the sledge 


Fortunately, heip was re 
ceived from a visiting British 
Navy Wessex heicopter and 
its Crew which transporied the 
4 po.es and cable drums to 
two dump sites on the moun- 
tain. This saved many days of 
back-breaking work for the 
men 


Once the equipment was on 
site, the real construction work 
began, which involved we 
digging of pole and stay holes 
of 2im x 14m and up to 4m 
deep On many occasions these 
holes were in soid granite 
rock and a blaster and two 
rock dril'ers were used for 30 
per cemt of the hole excava- 
trons 


Rock blasted 


As weil as rock under. 
ground. rock above ground 
had to be blasted to ensure 
that a safe c'earance was aj: 
Ways Mamtained between the 
overhead wires and amy struc- 
ture which was capable of be 
ine climbed. On one particu. 





lar occasion a rock face, near 
a fixed pole position, was 16 
metres high and = extended 
some two metres above the 
height of the H pole. there 
fore seven metres had to be re 
moved from the top of the 
rock. 


TO get wo tne work Zone 
vdaw tne tea factory, it toon 
ie (0G Over au MOUF lO Waik 
‘in with equipment and an hour 
each evening to walk back out 
to the road. They agreed to 
work 12 hours a day com 
mencing at 6 a.m. and finish- 
ing at 6 p.m. with meant they 
left home when it was dark and 
returned in the evening dusk. 


There were obvious.y hold: 
ups with materials now being 
avat'able in the correct order 
due to suppliers lateness or 
shipping deays, and this in- 
volved the men sometimes 
leaving a job 90 per cent com:

for materials to arrive so that 
they could return and finish 
the original job. 

The overhead line was com- 
peted by mid-October, 1980 
atul also the underground ca- 
b.e jointing.

The other main equipment 
used on the project was two 
33,000 volt underground ca- 
bes to carry the power from 
the power station through 
Victoria, via a cable causeway 
between the station and the

COMPLAINTS OF KONO AREA RESIDENTS VOICED

People from the Kono area of Sierra Leone have long felt that their local 
interests have been sacrificed to national considerations and have sought 
redress in many ways. In this article a student reports on a recent move by 
Kono students in Britain which apparently achieved little. 


| HAVE been studying in the UK since 
1976 and became a member of the Kono 
Students Union (KONSU), which has been 
in cristence in the UK, USA and Sierra 
Leone, since the carly 60s. Alarming news 
has hep! pouring into Konsu in London 
from friends of our members and the 
National Diamond Min Company 
(Diminco) in Sierra Leone prompted 
the London branch of Kone to send a 
delegation to Sierra Leone ona fact-finding

The delegates reported that they were

Why is t that the Hon K.C. Ghamanje, 
Minster of Natural 
parliamentary leader for Kono, could not 
assemble his «ix fellow Kano MPs to hold 
talks with the students. or even present the 
siudents to Dr Siaka Stevens”? Yet the 
students had heen communicating. both 
before and during thew five-week stay. with

their parliamentary leader No, instead in 
his own words “dae Pa Lat fon see, ee nor 
ensy-o". 

In any case the discussions concerned the 
handling of Kono issues. Diamond mining 
has been in operation in Kono for half a 
century, under the colonial, the SLPP, the 
APC, and now the APC one- 
Government. Kono provides over 70 per 
cent of Sierra Leone's economy due to the 
sale of its gems which are the mayor foreign 
exchange earner for the country. But 
diamonds are not forever. What then are 
the alternative means of subsistence that 
Dr. Stevens and his government have in 
mind for the future of Kono” The land has 
obs been improverished by the 
Gomeed diggings. leaving no room for 
farming. One begins to wonder why this

ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS--Government has expressed concern over the presence and move- 
ment of non-Sierra Leoneans in the country, and has warned all strangers who 
illegally entered Sierra Leone to "take immediate steps to move out or take the 
necessary measures to legalize their presence in the country." A statement by 
State House reads: "Contrary to the generally recognized pr‘nciples regarding 
the movements of persons in most parts of the world, a cons .derable number of 
non-Sierra Leoneans are known to have entered and remained in thie country without 
any valid documents, or without reporting to the immigration authorities. While 
we welcome and appreciate the policies advocated by the OAU for free movement of 
persons, we cannot make Sierra Leone a free-for-all area. ‘Non-Sierra Leoneans 
who have found their way here will therefore do well to take ‘immediate steps 

to move out or take the necessary measures to legalize their presence in Sierra 
Leone. “Because of economic, security and other reasons, no government can allow 
strangers to pour into its territory unchecked, since a very dangerous situation 
could develop if such a policy is encouraged. "This release should serve as 
sufficient warning to all concerned so that the forces of the law and order 

will not be blamed when they are forced to take action on the matter.” [Text]

Meanwhile, the Arracca Group, 
which together with Oxoco and Sundance had concluded an agreement with government 
to carry on seismic studies in the country's territorial waters, and had obtained 
Mineral Oil Exploration License No. 2119 dated October 10, 1979, have farmed out 
85 percent of their interests to Mobil Corporation, the world's second largest 
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vil company, which is bearing the entire coat of the exploration work. If the 
resulte of the test drilling indicate that there is o1l in commercial quantities 
to make production economically viable, mining may begin in 1985. [Text]

commodity, oil, will not become a 
desperate problem), and a country 


in which there remains a tremend. 
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ous reservoir of goodwill between its 
various races. 


It is also such an economically strong 


country, thanks to its golden riches, 
that it can improve the quality of life 
and meet the economic needs of its 
people of colour, provided, as the 
Government and the private sector 
are now doing, there is sufficient 
impetus — and tunding — to meet 
these needs, and people of colour are 
followed to acquire skills and ad- 
vance as far as their abilities can 
take them. 


We can say, in essence, that South 


Africa will be a hard nut to crack, 
and there is no combination of 
forces on the horizon that can crack 
it. 


However, since there cannot be a 


military solution to this country’s 
problems, only a political one, it 
remains to be seen whether the 
Government moves fast enough, and 
with determination enough, to 
bring about a satisfactory constitu- 
tional arrangement. 


Certainly it has learnt one of the main 


lessons of Zimbabwe — that it must 
change South Africa behind the 











shield of military strength, without 
sacrificing the interests and security 
of the Whites, and without a!' owing 
its peoples of colour to be increas- 
ingly alienated. 

The Progressive Federal Party will use 
Zimbabwe as a warning to South 
Atrica to come to terms with the 
Blacks now, by allowing equal citi- 
zenship, ending enforced segrega- 
tion, dismantling apartheid general- 
ly and sharing power with the 
“real” leaders of the Blacks, includ- 
ing Nelson Mandela, who will sit 
down with Whites at a national 
convention to decide the country’s 
constitution and tuture 

However much the ’FP disguises its 
intentions, it is clear from its 
propaganda inedia (hat the ultimate 
idew is to hand over to Black 
majority rule now, before there is a 
Zimbabwe-type terrorist war. 

The policy will not be acceptable to the 
vast majority of voters, who will 
reject the hands up-hand- over 
philosophy of the PFP. 

The Right-wing parties, the Herstigte 
Nasionale Party and the National 
Conservative Party, will use Zim- 
babwe to attack the Government, 
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claiming that its policies will lead to 
the same sell-out of the Whites as 
happened in Rhodesia. 

There will be emotional appeals to 
return to traditional White sup- 
remacy/baasskap/apartheid/sepa- 
rate development or whatever else 
will be seen as the policy to ensure 
that the Whites survive as top dogs. 

We fear this call of the blood will be 
more effective than it would have 
been, had the Rhodesian experience 
(plus South West Africa) not added 
to the insecurity that the Rightists 
exploit. 

The truth of the matter is that 
Rhodesia/Zimbabwe is not the same 
as South Africa. 


And while we are right to take 
cognizance of what happened across 
the Limpopo, we shall have to find 
solutions to our own problems, in 
our own way, satisfying the aspira- 
tions of all our peoples, without 
allowing the country to fall into the 
hands of a local Mugabe. 


When the Zimbabwe issue is raised on 
the hustings, that is what should be 
kept firmly in mind in deciding 
which party could best achieve this.

The first class fare on the same route was raised by 40 cents which amounted to

The weekly third class fare between Durban and Kwamashu over 221 km, would increase 
from R1,16 to R1,30. The rise of 14 cents represented an increase of 0,05 cent a 
kilometre, 


Between Cape Town and Mitcheli's Plain--a distance of 32 km--the weekly third class 
fare was raised from K1,43 to R1,55.

POSSIBLE INFLATIONARY EFFECTS OF PAY HIKES NOTED 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 18 Fet 81 p 3

[Text] The record R720 million Government wage and salary increases announced 
by the Minister of Finance, Mr Owen Horwood, on Monday could create inflation 
problems--if both Government and consumer spending are not handled carefully. 


Mr Andre Hamersma, group economist with the Standard Bank, said: "Under these 
circumstances, the salary increases will affect demand and disposable incomes 
in the economy without increasing production. 


"This sort of situation is inflationary. I'm not saying the increases were 
not necessary--probably long overdue, particularly in the case of teachers--but 
in the short term they are going to create problems." 


The pay hikes added to the already strong inflationary pressure, with demand 
inflation as the result, he said. 


Dr AW De Swart, economist with the economic research division of the Reserve 
Bank in Pretoria, said apparently the Minister's intention was to get total 
Government spending within certain limits. 


"If the Minister succeeds in maintaining fiscal discipline," said Dr De Swart, 
"then this pay rise should not have any serious effect on the rate of inflation." 


On the other hand, new consumer purchasing power had been granted. The top 
priority, Dr De Swart said was to limit the growth in the money supply. 


The increased Government salaries would not do anything to “de-escalate" infla- 
tion, said Mr Attie de Vries, deputy director of the Bureau of Economic Research 
in Stellenbosch. 


It was not so much the pay hikes in themselves as the "ripple effect" they 


might have on the economy, especially if the private sector followed with similar 
increases. 
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The higher wages would increase the spending power of the individual and there 
could be “across the board" price increases. 


According to Mr De Vries, the consumer price index last year averaged 13.8 
percent; the average rate of increase in 198] might be around 14 percent. 


"There is a possiblity of prices going up," said Mr CM du Plessis, assistant 
director of the SA Co-ordinating Consumer Council. “It may happen that certain 
producers and dealers may see this as an opportunity for increasing prices.” 


The fight against inflation was equally the responsibility of the consumer, and 
prices comparison before buying was of the utmost importance. 


"The consumer should not be misled by the thought of more money in his pocket 
and buy indiscriminately." 


Late 1979 and 1980 had seen an enormous expansion in the economy, with a drain 
of the Government sector. 


"I think things are stabilizing now," he said. 
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AIR FORCE PLLOT TRAINING ACCELERATED

[Text] A new training system in the South African Air Force will enable students 
pilots to become fully operational six months earlier than under the present 
training system. 


"Airport from the important saving of time, the SAAF will also save a sub- 
stantial amount of money with every pilot trained under the new system," said 
Colonel D D Deans, senior staff officer of flying training at Air Training Com- 
mand in Pretoria. 


Under the old system all potential pilots spent 30 weeks at the Central Flying 
School, Dunnottar, where they did 133 hours of flying Harvards. 


They were then sent to Langebaan Road for a further 30 weeks were they did 115 
hours in Impala jets. 


Only after the student pilots had been trained on piston and jet aircraft, was 
it decided who would become fighter helicopter, transport or light aircraft pilots. 


Often this meant that the 30 weeks of jet training were wasted and that pilots 
had to be retrained for a further 30 weeks on the chosen type of aircraft. 


Under the new system all student pilots still do their basic training on 
Harvards at Dunnottar. 


However, towards the end of this phase each student is asked what aircraft he 
would like to fly. After aptitude test and conferences between his instructor, 
the chief instructor and the flight commander, the student is allocated to a 
squadron.

UNIVERSITY MILITARY UNITS PROVING SUCCESSFUL

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JOINT FISHING PROJECT IN CHILE PLANNED 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 19 Feb 81 p 24 


[Text] Fedfood and Kaap-Kunene announced yesterday they had entered into an 
agreement to make a R6-million joint investment in the fishing industry in Chile. 


The Chilean company, Tarapaca, part of the industrial Camelio group, would hold a 
50 percent interest while Kaap-Kunene and Fed-food would have 25 percent each. 


The investment embraces the building of a canning factory for pelagic fish at 
Iquique to complement Tarapaca's fish meal processing plant there. The machinery 
would be provided by the partners, mainly from surplus stock. 


The parties also envisaged building a fishmeal plant and cannery at Caldera, 


"After careful investigation Kaap-Kunene and Fed-food had ascertained that Chile 
is a favorable country for investment and that the fish resources there held great 
potential for fishmeal and canning purposes. There is at present a big demand 

for canned fish and fishmeal in South Africa as well as on certain overseas 
markets." 


It was agreed that Kaap-Kunene and Fed-food would exercise full managerial and 
technical control of both projects. 


The plant at Iquique was expected to come into production in August this year 
and the one at Caldera early in 1982. 


The announcement said: “Estimates indicate that Kaap-Kunene and Fed-food will 


invest about R6-million in the form of machinery, cash and guarantees. A very 
favorable yield on this investment is expected.

ALL=RACE TALKS POSSIBILITY--Cape Town--Formal talks between whites, coloureds, 
Indians and blacks could well be held in the future, the deputy chairman of the 
President's Council, Dr S van der Merwe, said in Cape Town yesterday. The 
council did not see its role as being outside the problems facing the entire South 
African community.

CORRUPT BUSINESSMEN ARRESTED=-The Tanzanian authorities seem resolved to eradicate 
corruption. They arrested about ten businesamen in Dar es Salaam--Asiane for the 
most part--and discharged about one hundred officials in Zanzibar. The victims of 
thie purge which has struck the archipelago have been accused of "personal enrich- 
ment" by the vice president of the republic. The following were noted among the 
Asians arrested: Haji, representative of the Aga Khan, and Rajpar, an important 
businessman who had repurchased a ship which had belonged to the defunct East Afri- 
can community, for an amount of $7 million. Increase in corruption is a relatively 
new phenomenon. Fostered by the crisis which is jolting the country, it was the 
topic of a recent meeting of the Central Committee of the only party. The latter 
decided to abolish the “special permite" which make it possible for the heads of 
enterprises not under state control to acquire supplies directly from the factories 
and warehouses as this franchise benefited the black market. President Nyerere 
named 1981 "the year of the struggle against the sabotage of the economy.” In addi- 
tion, the chief of state is in a better position to conduct this campaign as he is 
well-known for his personal integrity.

{Text] Last weekend at the DP City Square Rally one member of Parliament after 
another expressed disappointment that there are in this country 126 people 
“elected” to Parliament as representatives of the entire people of Uganda, 
waiting every day to be summoned to execute the duties they were elected for, 

but in vain. There might be unknown, yet good reasons for the Speaker's failure 
to summon Parliament, now almost two months after elections. But it is suspected 
by the general public that Parliament is not being called, because, after all 

the government of the day does not recognize its constitutional role and 
functions--thus we see that everything which would be done by this august body 

is being done solely by UPC party functionaries. 
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The students of Parliament as a constitutional institution, identify the follow- 
ing funetions, among others that Parliament, in a true democracy, would be 
carrying out. Parliament legislates new laws. At the moment Uganda needs a 

lot of new lawa and there is a great need to change some of the old ones, if we 
are going to drive straight to the heights of our aspirations as a nation. 


The second function of Parliament identified is the “informing function". As 
representatives of the people it is presumed MPs are in constant touch with the 
people. They would therefore know what is going on in their areas, and during 
Parliamentary sessions they would inform the government where and why for 
example there is security breakdown in a certain area, where there is famine, 
etc... And they would advise the government as how to go about finding solu- 
tions to particular problems, 


A related funetion to that is what 1: called "the expressive function." Again 
as representatives of the people Pari ament is the forum of the entire popula- 
tion in the country. "It is its offi » to express the minds" of the Ugandan 
people” on all matters which come before it. 


Parliament is a source of information about what is going on in the country and 
a medium through which the general public expresses their needs, displeasures, 
ete. 


The fourth function is the teaching function. Very often we have members of 
Parliament who are experts in various fields: With their experience and 
expertise they have a lot to teach (assist) the government and the general 
public at large. For, as one great writer of the English constitution said 

"A great and open council of considerable men cannot be placed in the middle 

of a society without altering that society. It ought to alter it for better..." 
The tifth function is the financial aspect. Parliament in this aspect, among 
others of its duties, has to consider budget/estimates and appropriate funds 

for use in executing government programmes to ensure that each section of 
government receives due attention. 


The sixth function is that Parliament should act as a check in the responsi- 
bility of the cabinet in a lot of ways. 


So tar, during the period after election, we have seen that the UPC party 
functionaries have taken over all these functions.

lt is high me the issue of who is in authority in this country 
is settled once for all. The public are entitled to know 
whether they owe allegence to the Government as repre- 
sented by duly appointed Mimstiers or to UPC functiona- 
ries such as constituency Chairmen. 


In normal crcumsiances, Uns would be consdered a non- 
issue, but receni events dictate othermse. The most 
glaring one is the recent confrontation between a cabinet 
Mimster and a UPC Constituency Chairman in which 
the Chairman claimed the Mimster had no right to issue 
@ statement on a matter of national importance. The 
chairman contended, in effect, that his decision as a 
UPC offical could not be ower-riden by a Minister's 
announcement. 


This is @ serious situation, especially when viewed against 
the background thai the same man had usurped the 
powers of the Mimster of Commerce and embarked on 
the dangerous adventure (misadventure is the better word) 
of haphazardly proclaiming prices for commodities. And 
apart from acting without any jurisdiction, he had the 
arrogance to say that a Minster who intervened to save 
@ bad situation from geiting worse had no right to do so. 
According to him, Ministers’ statements should be censo- 
red by some unknown person at UPC headquarters before 
they are published. 


To us it is not clear who that person would be, for we know that 
no UPC officials have been appointed and therefore there 
is nobody at the UPC headquarter: with a mandate to 
act on the party’s behalf. 


The price issue is not an isolated case. We have heard of several 
others in which UPC o fficials have taken and even imple- 
menied decisions that could not by any stretch of the 
imagination fall witlin their competence.

‘Awori's Food Prices' Listed 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 23 Jan 81 p 8

[Text] Food prices in Kampala are to be drastically reduced from today onwards. 
Low prices are to be charged from this morning. 


This was resolved yesterday during a meeting held by market dealers, market 
masters, city agents and party officials in Kampala. Enforcement officers of 
the City Council will ensure the resolution is effected immediately. 


The maximum price of meat with bones will be 45/- per kilo. Meat without bones 
(steak) is to be sold at 55/- per kilo. 


The chairman of the meeting, Mr Aggrey Awori, assured the traders of the 
government's intention and commitment to assist butchers and other food dealers 
with means of transport. 
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With the government's assiatance traders were expected very soon to reduce 
prices, 


As from this morning a bunch of matooke is to cost 75/= and may even come down 
to 50/= later, 


Other types of food affected include fresh milk, beans, potatoes, onions and 
tomatoes, 


The following are other new prices agreed for various foodstuffs. Fresh fi») 
(tilapia) should not exceed 20/- each. Nile perch, 30/- per kilo, ‘semutun..,' 
40/~ per kilo. Dry fish will be sold at 5/- more than the fresh ones. 


The price for potatoes will be 25/- per tin, 150/- per bag. 


Onions and tomatoes--1/50 but not exceeding 5/-. Dry beans will be sold at 
7/50 per half kilo and 15/= per kilo. Packed milk will not cost more than 3/- 
per half litre. 


Addressing the meeting Mr Aggrey Awori said that these measures have been 
\words illegible] for the benefit of the common man, adding that the people of 
Uganda had suffered for too long. 


Awori appealed to the general public to assist the City Council agents, 
police and the anti-smuggling units and party agents to expose those who will 
attempt to violate the measures. 


He said: "iF the worst comes to the worst the government will give the citizens 
the right to arrest any wrong doers." 


Some market dealers might boycott taking things to the markets. But Awori 
warned that such malicious people will be dealt with accordingly. 


He called upon the police and local administrators to ensure that no person in 
Uganda was exploited again. 


He stressed that it was yet a consumer price but not a government one. When 
conditions improve in the country, food prices may even come lower, Awori 
added. 


He also said that the Ministry of Internal Affairs anti-smuggling unit will 
guard against the irregularity of charging for foodstuffs. 


The City Council enforcement officers were equally charged with the task of 
ensuring that the foodstuffs would only be sold in the City Council markets. 
Any foodstuffs found being sold outside the specified markets would be con- 
fiscated. 
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Price-Fixing Called Scandal

[Text] A money scandal involving one of the UPC branch Chairmen in Kampala has 
come to light, following investigations by Weekly Topic. 


Information unearthed by the Investigations Desk indicates that the branch 
Chairmen in collussion with some branch officials has illegally collected large 
sums of money from various markets in Kampala on the false pretext that it is 
for “constituency development." The money so collected from vendors in Owino 
Market alone amounts to about 122,000/-. 


In fact, according to informed sources, the branch Chairman was not collecting 
the money for the so-called "constituency development" but for covering a 
deficit of nearly 1.5m/=- he had failed to account for in respect of sales of 
UPC campaign materials issued to him, 


It is understood that UPC branch officials were during the period of the cam- 
paign issued with T-shirts, badges, and membership cards, without pre-payment, 
for sale in their areas. They were expected to remit the money back to UPC 
headquarters on completing the sales. The Chairman in question converted the 
money to his own use instead of remitting it and could not raise the large 
amount involved when he was required to do so. 


Then came the bright idea to stage a bogus collection from the markets. The 
idea was mooted at an executive committee meeting which resolved that all 
vendors in the markets be required to pay 100/- each, while traders who deliver 
food into the markets pay 1,000/- per lorry load. 


A team of collectors then invaded the markets and the vendors were told they 
had to pay the levy or they would be evicted from their stalls. The market 
masters were threatened with loss of their jobs if they did not co-operate. 


The market masters, for fear of losing their jobs, became the supervisors of 
the collection and the vendors were left with no alternative but to comply. 


Besides collecting money from vendors in the already established markets, the 
UPC official also established his own market at Kasubi without any authority 
from the City Council and appointed himself market master to collect various 
charges from those operating in the illegal market. As a result vendors in the 
official City Council market in the area have threatened to stop paying rent 

on the ground of losing business. 


The matter was reported to officials of the City Council who mounted an investi- 
gation and found tha: over 100,000/- had been collected by a group of UPC men 
acting on behalf of a certain branch Chairman. This figure represented collec- 
tions from only Owino market but figures from other markets affected, such as 
Nakivubo and Nakasero could not be immediately ascertained. 
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Although the vendors remained tight-lipped, the sinister operation was dis- 
covered when disagreement erupted between the team of collectors and their 
boss. The collectors were apparently dissatisfied by the way the "boss" was 
handling the big sums handed regularly to him. No receipts were issued and the 
only records of the collections--lists of those who had contributed--con- 
veniently disappeared. 





In any case, Weekly Topic Investigation Desk discovered that there had been no 
authority from the UPC Headquarters for the collections and that no money had 
been remitted to Headquarters. 


Commenting on the issue, the UPC Chairman of the Kampala Car Park Branch, Coun- 
cillor Baguma said he had learnt of the illegal collection of money by some 

UPC official. He condemned such malpractices which, he said, tarnished the 
image of the UPC and called for strong action against the offenders. 


Reports that the man behind the scandal has been arrested and is in custody 
could not be confirmed. 


Price Structure Explained

[Letter to editor by "Concerned Citizen" in the column "Focus": "Open Letter to 
Aggrey Awori''] 


[Text] I have decided to write this letter to you in the hope that the few 
elementary points I am raising will help to impart some sense into your outlook 
vis-a-vis the price structure. It is also my hope that you might acquire a 
little insight into the problems that exercise the minds of indigenous Uganda 
citizens in this regard, save perhaps some of the few who live in Nile Mansions 
whose only domestic problem is to sign for meals and drinks at the end of each 
day. 


Mr Awori, you have set in motion a situation that could throw the entire country 
into chaos. One wonders what authority, what mandate, or what right you have, 
as a mere (controversial) UPC Chairman of a constituency to take it upon your- 
self to proclaim prices for commodities in the city. Do you realize that by 
your crude action many children, many mothers, many civil servants, and indeed 
whole families, have been pushed to the brink of starvation? What would be the 
situation if CP, DP and UPM constituency Chairmen also proclaimed their own 
prices? After all, the DP Member of Parliament in the constituency where you 
were rejected has a better mandate (assuming you have any) to act on behalf of 
the people you are tormenting. 


Be that as it may, let me offer you free tuition in the elementary factors 
governing the present escalation of prices. 


Take matoke, for example. The retailer in Kampala sells a bunch of matoke at 
350 to realize a profit of 50/- after paying 300/- from the wholesaler who 
delivers it by lorry. The wholesaler may have made a profit of between 30/- 
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and 50/- per bunch because his average cost, up to the moment of delivery is 
about 250/- per bunch. 


It is, therefore, up to you, Mr Awori, to strain your head and try to determine 
why this is so. These points might help you in the exercise: (a) The bulk of 
matoke sold in Kampala markets is brought in from Ankole; (b) most of the whole- 
salers use hired transport to deliver the matoke to Kampala; (c) most of the 
farmers cannot raise a lorryful of matoke from their individual plant ions, so 
the wholesaler has to hire men or other transport to take the matoke (|. various 
points of collection; (d) the farmer sells his matoke with his mine st on 

what he is going to buy with the proceeds, such as sugar at 350/- p ilo, 

soap at 300/- for a bar, salt at 150/- per kilo, ever rising fees fc ais 
children, etcetra. 


Just to make it easy for you to comprehend the complex nature of the situation 
I have prepared a table with some of the basic details, which I commend to you 
for perusal. 


You will, Il hope, after reading this table realize that any move to control the 
price of matoke by directing the retailer to sell at a certain price, or evey 
by requiring the farmer to sell at what you think is the correct price is 
doomed to fail. A more sensible measure would be to deal with the economic 
factors behind the escalation of prices and the rising cost of living, and that 
is what anybody genuinely interested in the welfare of the people has to do.

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The prices noted are average prices which may fluctuate up and down but they do 
represent a general picture of what happens. Certainly, they cannot be con- 
trolled by somebody merely jumping up and fixing prices in Kampala, 


We, the citizens of the country, hate any measures that add to the suffering 
we have experienced.

Markets Reported Empty 





Kampala THE CITIZEN in English 30 Jan 81 pp 1, 2, 4 


[Text] Markets in Kampala District and the surrounding areas have continued to 
remain empty without foodstuff as UPC Chairmen continue to be rigid on prices 
they fixed on consumable goods without reciprocating by offering the farmers 
with industrial goods. 


Boarding schools were forced to postpone the beginning of the new term while 

day students are going without breakfast or lunch which used to be supplied. 

Many headmasters and headmistresses claim that they cannot afford maintaining 
Students at school fulltime. 


At Mulago Hospital, patients sometimes spend two days without food, and when it 
appears, it is acutely rationed. Nurses have also been affected in the same 
way. This has led to nurses turning their hostel into a kitchen as the booming 
paraffin-stoves are used to prepare some extra food to supplement what is being 
rationed to them. Smokesoot can be seen on the ceiling. 


Markets started running empty following the prices’ declaration by UPC leader 

in Kampala East constituency, Aggrey Awori, followed by widespread selling food- 
stuffs at prices much lower than most dealers obtained them at. Worse still, 
many men in uniforms helped themselves on such commodities without paying for 
them. 


It is interesting to note that industrial manufactured consumable goods supplied 
by the government remained high and in scarcity. A farmer as well as a matoke- 
trader continued to buy a bar of soap at Shs 250/-; a hoe at Shs 500/-, sugar 

at Shs 300/- a kg; and salt at 70/- a kilo. 


Many farmers approached by THE CITIZEN claim that they can't sell their produce 
at a reduced price of below Shs 50/- as they cannot meet the prices of other 
manufactured goods which the government is supplying. Food transporters and 
sellers claim that they cannot provide their services as they will be doing so 
at loss. 


According to the Government controlled UGANDA TIMES Mugwisa's statement had 
contravened Articles 4 and 8 (of what the paper did not say) by calling the 
Kampala District UPC officials “authorized group of people." Resolving that 
they will abide themselves with the already "negotiated" and agreed prices, 

the Kampala UPC leaders also warned that in future all statements like Mugwisa's, 
not made "in the interest of the party and the public at large, should first be 
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cross-examined by the Minister of Information in liaison with the party 
Secretariat." These leaders acused Mugwisa for supporting "“magendo" which they 
Claim [passage indistinct] helped to create more confusion and insecurity. 


However, after Mugwisa's announcement, the little food that leaked into 
Kampala was being sold at prices much higher than Awori's prices. The matooke 
from the lorry belonging to the ‘ganda Cooperative Transport Union were being 
sold at She 230/= a bunch. 


UPC Reported Embarrassed 
Kampala THE CITIZEN in Eng!ieh 30 Jan 81 pp 1, 2, 4 


[Text] Lack of a generally agreed on and publicly stated clear and cohesive 
government policy has been a source of recurrent great embarrassment to the 
government ever since Dr Milton Obote took over power in December last year and 
might very soon lead to splits within the UPC ruling Party. 


In the most recent past UPC chairmen throughout the country have featured so 
prominently that the public was beginning to believe that these men, as far as 
UPC government was concerned, were the real repostories of power, and that 
therefore they were also the officially accepted shapers (pronouncers) as well 
as the official executors of all important government matters. 


This impression they gave despite the existence of the cabinet, of parliament 
and in total disregard of democracy, and in many cases, in total abuse of the 
Rule of Law, and where they would apply, the laws of economics. 


So last Monday just as that impression was sinking deep, it shocked and sur- 
prised everybody (including UPC stalwarts) when “out of character" the Minister 
of Agriculture and Forestry took an unexpected move to crack down on the 
excessive powers which one of the local UPC constituency chairman had allocated 
himself and were spilling over to cause a national calamity. 


In a statement by him read on Radio Uganda, the Minister of Agriculture and 
Forestry--Hon. Sam Mugwisa warned, inter alia, that it is important for the 
public to note that the announcement of government prices on certain commodities 
are made by appropriate government ministers and NOT by unofficial groups or 
individual. 


It will be recalled that recently, the UPC CHAIRMAN for East Kampala con- 
stituency Mr Aggrey Awori (who also, by all indications, must be holding 

some other publicly undeclared but more powerful office in UPC or in government) 
organized a meeting which was attended by some Kampala traders, transporters 

and retailers. At the end of that day Aggrey Awori, in total desregard of 

both the human conditions and economic factors at play, arbitrarily and uni- 
laterally took it upon himself to fix prices’ ceilings on certain food, including 
meat. 


According to a Radio Uganda statement these prices had been taken by the public 
as government prices. But Mugwisa told us they were definitely not, adding 
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"that the meeting in which they were purportedly fixed, was not a government 
convened meeting and whatever was agreed on in the meeting is not official 
government policy on food prices." 


Ihe Government's interest, Mugwisa declared, "is to see that there is regular 
and sufficient supplies of food at prices that are fair to both producers and 
consumers." 


Agerey Awori's prices had caused widespread public outcry. They were the 
subject of much attack and condemnation by the DP speakers at their first post- 
elections rally at the City Square. They had created a threat of starvation 
throughout the country as it was just economically impossible for the suppliers 
and transporters to bring food to the Market at prices far much less than the 
obtained it at the source which Aggrey does not control. Aggrey Awori, in his 
apparent naivety, had hoped in the coercive power of the government as well as 
its assistance in terms of transport. He said he had secured 10 lorries of 15 
tons each trom the government corporation of Transocean Uganda Ltd. Whether 
this was on a free basis or not it was not made known. When these lorries 
brought food to Kampala, he said, the whole operation would be handled and 
regulated by the UPC chairmen in the four Kampala constituencies. 


But the public wished to know if Aggrey Awori has his own Banana plantations 
from where these government lorries and government drivers and other employees 
would go to cut matoke or dig Lumonde!!! 


Although Mugwisa's announcement, to a large measure, somehow helped to ease the 
tension between the farmers and customers on the one hand and the government on 
the other (thus giving round one of the game to the farmers) it did not remove 
the whole cloud of uncertainties. The general public remained unsure as to 

who really held the mantle of power and therefore the official govt. spokesmen 
between the government functionaries like the ministers and permanent secretaries 
on the one hand and the UPC chairmen at all levels on the other!! For example, 
people wondered how the recent operations at Owino Market, Kiyembe, Kikubo, 
etc., fitted in with what Hon. Mugwisa was trying to convice the public of! 

Who ordered for such operations other than the UPC chairmen who have been most 
vocal about the whole thing? And did the operation reflect the UPC government's 
official policy? 


So, as we went to the press Mugwisa's revocation of Aggrey Awori'’s prices 

had yet to take its effects. The Citizen reporter who visited the UPC secre- 
tariat offices at Uganda House on Tuesday 27/1/81 got the picture that the UPC's 
generally were not happy with Sam Mugwisa's statement. Many were castigating 
him publicly and called upon Dr Obote to dismiss him. In fact many were already 
convinced that, that would soon be Mugwisa's fate. It was widely whispered 

that his statement had not been cleared before by “higher authorities." 


Whether this kind of reaction by the UPCs was due to serious conviction that 
Owori’s measures would succeed or due to the fact that Mugwisa's statement 
caused more embarrassment per se, remained everybody's guess. In any case, 
people reacted very cautiously and sceptically being unsure who in the end-- 
sam Mugwisa or Aggrey Awori--two powerful individuals in UPC--would triumph 
over the other! 
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Ugandans have vivid memories of the recent past regimes when they had a govern- 
ment which inatead of allowing for a clearly spelt out cohesive government 
policy to guide the public they chose to fragment its powers among ita strongest 
individuals only to act late when things had gone wrong. And usually the 
wrath of the heads of government would be expended to the ordinary people. 


Indeed, it was of interest to note that a day following Mugwisa's announcement 
Agerey Awori was going ahead with his “unofficial meetings" during which he 

fixed prices on more and more commodities. Awori uses public facilities and 
media. Until the leader of government and UPC comes out as he has been challenged 
to do so; and shows that he is the master of the two bodies he leads, the public 
will remain at a lose and everything will continue to move at a chameleon speed, 


Meanwhile, as we went to the preas food was still a problem in Kampala. The 


sooner a clear statement from a more authoritative person is issued to clear 
the way the better.

CANADIAN WHEAT RESEARCH AGREEMENT=-Zambia and Canada yesterday signed an agreement 
providing for Canadian assistance to Zambia in the development of research capa- 
bilities for wheat production. Under a K975,000 grant from the Canadian Interna- 
tional Development Agency (CIDA), Canada will provide a team of up to five scien- 
tists and technicians who, working in conjunction with their Zambian counterparts, 
will conduct a two-year programme of research in the country. The research is 
designed to increase the yield of wheat grown in Zambia and reduce production costs 
through the development of improved agricultural production. The agreement was 
Signed at the National Commission for Development Planning. Signing on behal® of 
Zambia was the Director-General of the Commission, Dr Leonard Chivuno, while cue 
Canadian High Commissioner to Zambia, Mr Terence Bacon, signed on behalf of his 
government. The research team would be based at Mt. Makulu Research Station at 
Chilanga, but experimentation would be conducted throughout the country. One cen- 
tre of attraction will be in Mbala area where, under another CIDA-funded project, 
work is continuing on the establishment of appropriate production inputs and methods

AT LEAST «ix ZIPRA Russian-made T54 tanks 
have been removed from the former guerilla army’s 
Essexvale battle camp 50 km east of Bulawayo. 

The convoy of vehicles taken from the camp by 
the national army included Russian-made BTR 52 
armoured personnel carriers of the type destroyed 
by security forces on the Johannesburg road during 
the recent clashes 

ZIPRA trucks towing field guns were also seen 
on the road from Essexvale to Bulawayo on Thurs- 
day. 

The removal of ZIPRA military equipment and 
men from Essexvale followed the Government an- 
nouncement this week that all 22 former 
guerillas in the country would be disarmed.

In a letter of resignation to 
ZANU secretary general Mr Edward Watungwa, Mr Malindi, who is also a member of the 
party's central committee, said: “It will be recalled that for the past 10 months, 
I have worked to unite the two ZANUs and failed.

LINKS WITH KUWAIT--A six-man delegation from the Kuwaiti Fund for Economoc Devel- 
opment called on President Banana at State House in Salisbury yesterday. Mr Ab- 
dulatif al Hamad, director-general of the fund, said his team was in Zimbabwe to 
study development needs and establish the groundwork for technological and economic 
co-operation. The fund will represent Kuwait at the "Zimcord" donors’ conference 
in March, and will later send teams of experts to Zimbabwe to appraise specific 
projects. Mr al Hamad said the fund, established about 20 years ago, was designed 
to provide financial help for Third World development projects through grants and 
"soft" long-term loans. It is already assisting schemes in 80 countries in Africa 
and Asia. Kuwait has the highest per capita rate of contribution to donor finance 
in the world, he said. During its 20 years the organisation had accumulated valu- 
able experience in the preparation, finance and administration of development pro- 
jects and would now make its expertise available to Zimbabwe. At yesterday's 
meeting Mr al Hamad told the President: "We will do whatever we can, although we 
come from a small country." President Banana thanked the delegation and said: "A 
nation is never measured by its size but by the spirit of its people. [Text]

ILO LINK-UP--Zimbabwean workers will soon benefit from the expertise of the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation, an ILO official has said. Mr J. Martens, the ILO 
programme officer for Southern Africa, said in Lusaka that a team of ILO officials 
from Zambia would visit Zimbabwe next month or in April for talke with Government 
officials in Salisbury. The talk* would be a follow-up to higher-level discus- 
sions held last year between the Zimbabwean Government and ILO officials from 
Geneva. Mr Martens said Zimbabwe would fall under the ILO Southern Africa area of- 
fice in Lusaka from which any assistance to this country would be directed. He 
explained that normally the ILO helped governments, labour movements and employers' 
Organisations. But whatever aid was required in Zimbabwe would be channelled 
through the Government he said. Mr Martens said he thought that workers’ educa- 
tion was one important aspect of ILO help which would benefit Zinbabweans consid- 
erably. A workers’ education programme would be among the issues to be discussed 
during the ILO team's visit to Salisbury.
